display of the video content is switched by successively and cyclically switching 
the sources to be reproduced. 

However, claims 6-8, 9-11,13, and 14 do not have the configuration associated 
with the aforementioned on -vehicle device and do not satisfy PCT Rule 13. 
Moreover, similarly, claims 9-1 1 and 14 do not include the matter common to 
claims 6-8 and 13 and do not satisfy PCT Rule 13.
